HARRY LAUDER IN PERIL. 


Nearly Swamped in Crossing the Clyde 
in Small Boat and Is Drenched. 
Specia} Cable to Tue New YorK TIMES. 

LONDON, Dec. 25.—Harry Lauder, 
the comedian, had an exciting experi- 
ence on the Clyde while paying a hur- 
ried visit to his son, who is ill at 
Lauder’s Scottish place at Dunoon. 

After appearing in the pantomime at 
Manchester on Saturday Lauder set 
out for Dunoon by midnight. The 
train arrived at Gourocx at 8:30 yester- 
day and Lauder found that there was 
no steamer crossing 1» Dunoon, so two 





fishermen were' engeged to take him 
across in a Small sziling boat, rut be- 
fore they had gone half a mile from 
the shore a gale compelled them to re- 
turn. Some hours: later another at- 
tempt was made. When the party 
reached midchannel they could .make 
no headway for neariy an hour.

“My children, my little ones, aré safe,”’ 
he muttered in German.

I°am an Orthodox Jew, and Christmas 
means.nothing to me, ‘but it does to 
many, and I am glad my happiness came 
at this time.

It ts Said She Is Planning This Step 





in Order to Wed a New York 
Physician,

MATTEAWAN, Dec. 25.—From a source 
the reliability of which cannot be ques- 
tioned came an announcement to-night 
that Harry K. Thaw, the slayer of Stan- 
ford White, who has been a patient in 
the State Hospital for the Criminal In- 
sane here for several years, will be a 
free man within a few months. The in- 


formation came from one close to the 
Thaws and to the hospital authorities, 
though permission to make public the 
name of the informant -was emphatically 
denied. 

For many months the Thaws have been 
preparing for another attempt to effect 
the liberty of the slayer. Detectives have 
been in their constant employ, and prom- 
inent New York lawyers, among them 
Clarence J. Shearn, have béen in constant 
touch with Thaw. Representatives of the 
lawyers have visited the hospital and have 
had many conferences with Thaw. A per- 
son who knows made the statement to- 
night that Thaw would be released from 
the hospital within ‘a couple of months. 

The plan decided upon is to obtain an- 
other writ of habeas corpus and demand 
a trial by jury as to the sanity of the 
patient. 

The case of Mrs. Frances O’Shaughnes- 
sy, who murdered her husband and who 
was recently paroled by a New York 
Judge in the custody of her lawyer, Jere- 
miah T. Mahoney, and Dr. William Ma- 
bon, Superintendent of Ward's Island 
State Hospital, will be used to show that 
Thaw’s case is identical with hers and 
and should be treated accordingly. 

It was said by the informant that. Dr. 
James V. May, Medical Superintendent 
of Matteawan, would. be called to ‘testify 
as to Thaw’s sanity, and that Dr. May 
would state that since he has been watch- 
ing Thaw he has not noticed any eviden- 
ces of dangefous insanity, Dr. May was 
asked some tithe go to make a statement 
as to Thaw’s condition, and refused. He 
said he would do so if Thaw ever de- 
mande@ ahother’ hearing, .but.as a State 
official he did not think it would ‘be just 


for him todo #o before testifying in court. 


Summer, coming here from Binghamton, 
where he was the Superintendent of the 
Willard State Hospital. It is Dr. May's 
idea -that insatie persons should fot be 
held in confinement, but should be given 
every Opportunity to enjoy change. ot 
surroundings and conditions. He has sug- 
gested that the yards at the hospital be 
changed from the rear of the build- 
ing to the front, so that the in- 
mates can have a broad view of 
the Hudson, the Beacon Mountains and 
the picturesque Scenery intervening. As 
at present situated, the yards, where the 
inmates are forced to exercise in the open 
air, are penned in by the hospital build- 
ing, and the patients can see only the blue 
sky and the four brick walls. 

In carrying out this idea shortly after 
assuming the Superintendency of the hos- 
pital Dr. May directed that Lizzie Halli- 
day, who had been in solitary confine- 
ment for years, be allowed exercise in the 
open air each day. In the case of Thaw 
his liberties were restricted a year or two 
ago, soon after Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, 
Harry’s mother, announced that she 
meant to appeal to the State authorities 
charging disgraceful] management of the 
Matteawan institution. He was not al- 
lowed to see his mother every day, as he 
had been doing, this liberty being only 
allowed twice a week. He was not per- 
mitted tke use of the library as before 
when he was librarian of the institution, 
"oe mery other privileges were denied 

m. 

Dr. May now allows Thaw the free use 
of ike library, the privilege of the music 
room, where for hours he Plays the piano. 
He is also allowed other privileges, and 
an attendant made the statement ‘some 
days ago that he sees Dr. May in his of- 
fice and: enjoys a cigar there. Dr. May 
did not deny this some time ago, nor did 
he deny that Thaw had been given cer- 
tain privileges. On the contrary, he said 
he did not believe any patient should be 
subjected to constant confinement if their 
case warranted their having a@ little free- 
dom Many of the patients at the hos- 
pital are out of doors every day, Dr. May 
said, working on the farm, and. others 
are taken for walks along the drive jJead- 
ing through the hospital grounds. There 
was no reason, he said, why Thaw should 
not enjoy the same privileges. 

The informant also stated that Evelyn 
Thaw, Harry Thaw’s wife, had stood in 
the way of his release for some time by 
alleging that he had threatened to kill 
her if he was freed. It was stated that 
she is soon to marry again; and was 
now planning @ divorce. A well-known

REYES SURRENDERS 
10 MEXIGAN TROOPS 


“I Called on the People, | Called 
on the Army, and They Did Not 
Respond,” He Telegraphs. 


HIS FORCE WAS DEFEATED 


After Which He Gave Himself Up— 
Twenty Killed In a Fight Between 
Rebels and Rurales.

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 25.—Gen. Ber- 
nardo Reyes surrendered to the Fed- 
eral authorities at 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing, His surrender followed a skirmish 
between his force and the Governtrent 
troops at Burgos yesterday afternoon, 
in which fight the Reyistas were de- 
feated and dispersed. 

Reyes thereupon decided to g've him- 
self up. He sent to Gen. Geronimo 
Trevino, military commandant. for 
President Madero at Monterey, the fol- 
lowing telegram: 

I called on the people, I called on the 

army, and they did not respond, so I 


must give up. I place myself at your 
disposition. B. REYE 


Reyes surrendered to the authorities 
at Linares. He is allowed at liberty 
in tne town, having given his word 
that he will not leave it. 

When President’ Madero was rotified 
of Reyes’s surrender he sent orders to 
Gen. Trevino that the General be treat- 
ed with every consideration and that 
he be assured of the full safeguards 
of the law.

LINAREZ, Mexico, Dec. 25.—Gen. 
Reyes, at one time Mexico’s greatest 
military leader, and more recently leader 
of a revolt that threatened to disrupt 
the country, is to-night in jail here. He 
the country, surrendered to-day officially 
to Gen. Travino, a personal enemy ol 
years. His liberty has been given to him 
on his word that he will not leave this 
city. 

Riding alone into Linarez to-day, the 
gtay-haired rebel gave himself up to 
Lieut. Placido Rodriguez, commander of 
twenty-five rurales, the sole military 
guard here. Permission was obtained by 
Reyes tou telegraph a formal capitulation 
to Gen. Trevinv, commander of the Third 
Military Zone, at Monterey. Reyes frank- 
ly admitted that his dream of another 
successful revolution had come, to an end, 
and placed himse!f at Trevino's disposal.

Mount Carbon, several miles-south of 
Pottsville, falling into a creek which is 
a tributary of the Schuylkill Riyer. 

There were sixty-one passengers on! 
the car, of whom only three escaped in- 
jury. None of the passengers was killed 
outright, but several of. them are in a 
very critical condition. Fractured limbs, 
wrenches, and contusions were plentiful, ; 
and some are hurt internally and their 
condition may be a great deal more seri- 
ous than appears to be the case to-night. 

All of the passengers have been ac- 
ecunted for except Harry Butz of Schuyl- 
kill Haven, who canot be found, There 
are rumors that he may be pinned be- 
neath the wrecked car or that he may 
have been hurled into the Schuylkill River 
close hy and carried down by the strong 
current. 

The car which went over the bridge 
left Orwigsburg, the old Schuylkill 
county seat, distant from Pottsville about 


six miles, promptly at 7 o'clock. The 


crowd bound for Pottsville was large be- 
cause of the interest in the operatic at- 
traction at.this place. Tickets were sold 
at Orwigsburg, Adamsville, Schuylkill 
Haven, Seven Stars and all way points. 

There were so many passengers thatJ 
it,was necessary to run a second section 
to the regular car. It was this second 
car that met with the serious accident. 
It was charge of Motorman Harry 
Dundore “and Conductor William Robert- 
son. The former, who was hurled from 
the forward prnttoums, was very seriously 
hurt, and- will probably die. 

The regular car, which -preceded the 
extra, made the trip over the frestling in! 
safety, but the second car, for some reas- 
on that cannot be explained, jumped the 
track. The bridge is an open one and the 
car went over the side, dropping about 
fifteen feet into the bed of the creek. 
Fortunately this stream contains only 
about two feet of water at this time of 
year, or many of the passengers would 
have been drowned. 

The creek is an artificial one, having 
been. constructed to carry water. from 
the Schuylkill River to the canal lock at 
Cape’Horn, where, in the palmy days of 
the Schuylkill Navigation Company, | 
loaded coal barges were taken from the 
Pottsville anthracite shipping headquar- | 
ters to tidewater points, his -was before 
the construction of the Philadelphia & 
Reading Railway cut off the canal traffic. 

It is an isolated spot, and is in proximi- 
ty to a deep cut through the mountain by 
which the Pennsylvania Railroad main 
Iine -reaches Philadelphia. 

Among the more seriously injured is 
Miss Annie Cleary, a public school teacher 
of. Schuylkill, Haven. 

Migs Mattie Hartranft of Schuylkill Ha- 
ven, is crushed about the upper part of 
the body, and it is believed she will die. 
‘Miss Mary McCormick of Schuylkill - 
ven was badiy injured about the head, 
but her condition is not serious.

Apartment House Tenants Nearby, 
Asking for Better Protection, Tell

Burglars who blew open the safe in S. 
iG. Kresge’s five, ten, and twenty-five 
; cent store at 162 West 123th Street some 
| time between Saturday night and yester- 
| day morning profited by the misfortune 
;of.the safe wreckers who were traced 
recently by finger prints on the safe ina 
Twenty-ninth Street silversmith’s. The 
Harlem‘ burglars wore gloves, and when 
the detectives from the West 125th Street 
Station examined the safe and the store 
yesterday they found only a discarded 
pair of badly worn kid gloves. 

This robbery, which netted the thieves 
between $3,700 and $4,000, was only one 
of the robberies which bothered the Har- 
lem police yesterday. Some one broke 
into the barber’s shop of Albert Lasanti, 
in the basement of 235 West 125th Street, 
and stole $15 from the cash register. Resil- 
dents of the four big apartment houses 
on the east side of Seventh “Avenue, be- 
tween 136th and 137th Streets, had no*rob- 
beries to report, but they clamored for 


the last few days there have been several 
attempts made to rob apartments in the 
houses, frustrated only by the fortunate 
awakening of the tenants into whose 
apartments the burglars penetrated. 

The robbeery of the Kresge store was 
{ discovered by a watchman in a theatre 
{at 124th Street. and Seventh Avenue, who 
noticed that a skylight in a low extension, 
running from the back of the store almost 
into the rear courtyard of the theatre, 
had been broken. He got a policeman and 
thy broke cpen the rear door of the store. 
They found that the safe had been blown 
up, apparently with nitroglycerine, the 
police said, and its contents stolen. Man- 
ager Edgar Thornton said he left nearly 
$4,000 in the safe on Saturday night. 

It is supposed that the burglars entered 
through a courtyard running from Sev- 
enth Avenue back of the theatre, and into 
which the fire exits open. To enter this 
place they must have climbed a high iron 
gate and scaled to the top of the low 
extension, and peerage 3 the skylight, 
dropped iiito the store. here they were 
concealed from view from the street. 
It is supposed that they used an electric 
drill to prepare the safe for blowing up, 
for a wire was found dangling from one 
of the electric Nght fixtures. 

Lasanti’s store was entered through a 
hole cut in the big glass window, which 
Opens into an areaway below the level 
of the street. A hole big enough for a 
man to pass through was cut in the glass.

| Despite Prohibition, Georgia City Con- 


sumes Much Christmas Whisky.

SAVANNAH; Ga., Dec. 25.—The city of 
Macon, like many others in Georgia, is 
theoretically dry, being in a prohibition 
State, but the records of the railroad and 
@xpress companies show that last week 
thirty-five carloads of liquor, shipped for 
the most part from Jacksonville, were 
distributed in Macon. Between Dec. 1 
and 16 ten more cars came, making a 
total. of forty-five cars of whisky dis- 


tributed. 

Each nigh train of eight cars known 
&s the “‘ whisky train’ arrived at Macon. 
Five of these were held, while the other 
three.-were sent on to Hawkinsville; Al- 
bany; and Americus, respectively. 

It is estimated that Macon and vicinity 
has consumed more Christmas whisky 
than any other conimunity of similar size 
in Géorgia.

Rallroads Subscribing. Liberally and 
Fund to be Complete Before the 
Local Committeemen Meet. 


“We will have the next Democratic 
National convention ,in this city,” said 
James B. Regan, proprietor of the Hote) 
Knickerbocker,. and Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Hotel Men’s 
Association, to a Tmes reporter last 
night. “It is not a matter of merely 
getting the money. Money will not bring 
a big meeting to New York, It is the 
call of New York itself to the delegates, 
and what New York offers in a thousand 
ways toward instruction and entertain- 
ment for them. -We started in with the 
idea of $100,000 for expenses. Other cities 
have their $100,000 fund under way. 1 
expect to have $200,000 on hand by 
Thursday afternoon when we meet at 
our. headquarters at 2:30 P. M. in the 
Cambridge Building, ‘at Fifth Avenue 
and West Thirty-third Street. 

“I have to-night $40,000, and the matter 
of raising the balance is a question of 
a few hours. I cannot at this time an- 
nounce the amounts promised by several 
of the big railroads, but ‘I will say that 
they are sufficiently ‘arge to warrant me 
in making the, statement that we will 
get $200,000 on time. . These contributions 
are now known to me and have been 
definitely decided upon, but I cannot, of 
course, make them public until the 
several Boards of Directors of the con- 
tributing roads, meet to-morrow and 
ratify them. , 

“One thing I wish to emphasize to 
the public is that this is not a hotel men’s 
fight for the convention. Such an idea 
is absurd to those who know hotel con- 
ditions in New York City. Our problem 
all the year round in the large houses is 
to handle our overflow, -We are working 
out of a purely civic spirit, and I think 
the public understands this. New York 
is entitled to the convention because of 
her hotel and transportation facilities 
alone, No other city in this country can 
make delegates so comfortable, get them 
into town and out of town more speedily 
nor entertain them so well. 

‘“‘New York’ is entitled to the conven- 
tion by natural sequence of events for it 
has been half a century since a conven- 
tion was last here. This was away back 
in 1868, when the Déemocratic Party ‘nomi- 
nated Horatio Seymour for President, and 
Francis P. Blair, for Vice President, at a 
convention held in the present. Tammany 
Hall, which was then a new building, The 
West has had its share of party patron- 
age, and the Central West is too hot in 
June to be desirable for such an impor-

APPARITION IN A COTTAGE. 
Man with Throat Cut Gives Shock to 
Woman—He Afterwara Dies.’

Just before dusk yesterday Mrs, Rob- 
erts, wife of a farm laborer living on 
the \Plymouth Road, a mile from the 
tow: n, was-sitting in her cottage when 
the door was burst open and there 
staggered in a bearded man, unclothed, 
with blood gushing from a wound in 
his: throat. In his uplifted hand he 
held a knife and, gesticulating wildly 
and emitting gasping noises, he fried 
vainly to speak. He stood in frout of 
the terrified woman, w thinking 
she had a maniac to deal With, edged 
her way to the back door to, escape, 
then screamed to the neighbors for 
help and fainted. 

‘'wo men ran to the house and tocked 
the Aintfuder in. Through the window 
they saw the man sink upon a ciair 
before the fire, still . grasping the knife, 
while ‘blood continued to flow from the 
wound, 

A Police Sergeant and a constable, 
arriving on bicycles, entered the cot- 
tage and seized tife man, who. offered 
not resistance. He seemed grateful to 
the officers when they. bandaged the 
wound, which had nearly severed his 
windpipe. Having put’ two overcoats 
on him, they removed -him in a passing 
automobile to the - Cottage Hospital, 
where he died later. 

Throughout the day the police 
searched the neighborhood for tke 
man’s discarded clothing. Late ir” the 
afternoon a farmer brought news of the 
discovery of a Heap of, burnt frag- 
ments of clothing in one of nis fields. 
It appeared that the man had taken 
off his clothes, and, with the aid of 
paraffin,. burnt them. Blood under a 
hedge near by marked the place where 
he apparently cut his throat. 

Out of reach of the fire, tied in a 
handkerchief, were a rosary and string 
of amulets, a crucifix, and a copy cf 
“The Order of the Soul,” a manual of 
devotions, which bore no na:ne.

CONFERENCE HELD IN TOKIO 


Elder Statesmen Invited to it—Sun 
Yat-Sen Lands at Shanghai and 
Confers with Wu Ting-Fang. 


TOKIO, Dec. 25.—A conference of mem- 
bers of the Japanese Cabinet at which 
some of.the Elder Statesmen, including 
Prince Katsura, the ex-Premier, were 
invited to assist, was held here yesterday. 
The strictest secrecy has been main-. 
tainéd regarding the subject of the dis- 
cussion, but it is generally believed that 
the latest developments of the situation 
in China Were taken into serious consid- 
eration, and it is understood that the 
conference reached the conciusion that 
the adoption of a Republican form of 
government by China is apparently in- 
evitable. 

Information has reached here that the 
revolutionaries in China continue to: in- 
sist firmly on a republic, and that the 
peace negotiations at Shanghai will re- 
sult in a rupture unless the Imperial au- 
thorities in Peking yield to this demand. 

Most of the Powers are apparently rec- 
onciled to the situation. It is declared 
that neither Japan nor Great Britain has 
any intention whatever of intervening ‘in 
any way in China, much less of imposing 
any form of government on that country. 
The general feeling here is that the only 
alternative for the present situation is’ for 
the representatives of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment in Peking to yield. 

Major Gen. Shiba, whp was in command 
of the Japanese troops in Peking at 
the time of the Boxer uprising in 1900, 
has left Shimonoseki for Tokio in re- 
sponse to an official summons received 
by him from headquarters. ; 


SHANGHAI, Dec. ec. 25.—Sun Yat-Sen, one 
of the leading promoters of the revolution, 
who maybe named. as President of the 
proposed Chinese Republic, boarded a 
launch soon after his arrival here this 
morning and was escorted down the river 
by two warships. 

After landing, Dr. Sun _ proceeded by 
automobile to the residence of Wu ‘ling- 
Fang, the Foreign Secretary in the revo- 
lutionary provisional Cabinet, in order to 
discuss the situation. 

Sun is quartered in a large residence in 
the Frengh concession. He said to-day 
that he preferred to make no statement 
until he had reviewed the entire situation. 
His conferences with Wu Ting-Fang and 
other leaders-show thaf he is commanding 
~ greatest respect and attention. 

Dr. Sun said that the entire movement 
was united and there would be no.serious 
differences. It is quite evident that the 
revolutionaries are preparing for the con- 
structive work of government and are not 
counting on Yuan Shi-Kai.

Chief Justice Russell Tells Why 
They Can't Be Expected to 
Sit Through the Year. 


NEW BUILDINGS ARE NEEDED 


Municipal Governments Move Too 


Slowly, He Says, For Idealists 
and Dreamers. 


Chief Justice Isaac Franklin Russell of 
the Court of Special Sessions has sent a 
letter to Bronson Winthrop, Chairman of 
the Committee on Criminal Courts of the 
Charity Organization Society, in reply to 
the committee’s request for a reconsid- 
eration of the assignments of Judges to 
the Children’s Court. Chief Justice Rus- 
sell does not state that he intends to 
change any of his assignments, but he 
incloses a list of these assignments to 
show that In some of the boroughs Judges 
will sit for many more than three con- 
secutive months, the Charity Organization 
Society's objection having been that the 
continuity of service in the Children’s 
Court was insufficient.

BOSTON, Dec. 25.—Alice Stone Black- 
well, the suffragist, has turned Socialist 
and given her beautiful old house in Dor- 
chester to the New -England Women's 
and Children’s Hospital for a. convales- 
cent home. The housc-was the home of 
Luey Stone and Henry Blackwell at 45 
Boutwell Street. 

Miss Blackwell, who has moved into 
an apartment at 3 Monadnock Street, said 
to-night she favored co-operative house- 
keeping, municipal markets, and what 
she preferred to call ‘“‘ maternalism” of 
the State toward unfortunate children. 
She believes woman suffrage is a greater 
influence than Socialism: 

“IT had really found the house an 
elephant on my hands,” she. said, ‘“ and 
as it was ideally situated for an in- 
stitution I thought it could be made more 
useful as such. Long before I becdme 
@ Socialist, I had come to feel that it 
wasn’t right that I should spend the 
whole of-my income on myself. 

“A year or two ago I Fad a serious ill- 
ness and my doctor advised me to give 
up that big house and go into an apart- 
ment -where I would have fewer cares 
so you See that this consideration entered 
into the matter. 

“IT am not at all living on bread.and 
water, giving all my substance to the 
Poor, as did the saints of the early 
church. You can’t hold me up as a 
person living an ideally Christian life 
when I still have six 1ooms for myself 
and my secretary. Still I have been 
converted to Socialistic principles.”

WASHINGTON, Dec.. 25.—An extraordi- 
nary situation has developed in Congress 
following the receipt of the President's 
message transmitting the report of the 
Tariff Board on the woolen schedule. The 
last thread was added to the tangle yes- 
terday when Mr. Smoot of Utah, who 
largely aided in getting the Payne-Ald- 
rich bill enacted into law, announced the 
preparation of a bill which, he explains, 
will effect the reductions and changes in 
the law trat the President recommends. 

Meanwhile the insurgents declare that 
the President’s recommendations are sim- 
ply a declaration of the insurgent princi- 
ples on wool revision made three years 
ago, and they, too, will have a bill pur- 
porting to vitalize the suggestions of Mr. 
Taft. At the same time the Democrats 
of the Ways and Means Committee have 
announced, through Chairman Under- 
wood, their intention of drafting a bill 
largely embodying the President’s sugges- 
tions. This bill will look to the differ- 
ence in cost at home and abroad, and 
though the Democratic rates will take no 
care of profits it will be, on the surface 
at least, a long step toward expressing 
the President’s recommendations... The 
House Republicans, too, are working on 
their bill, wnich will likewise ostensibly 
be an enactment of the President’s sug- 
gestions. It will. of course, be different 
from Mr. Smoot’s measure, though in the 
end an agreement may be reached be- 
tween them. 

This situation, with four factions sup- 
magne, A the board’s findings, would seem 
to make it certaiu that the President’s 
wishes will in some form or another re- 
ceive favorable treatment by’ Congress.

TURN BAGK*THE SUN 
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Col. Scott and the Government 
Had to Wait Three Days While 
They Did the Trick. 


MYSTIC RITE OF THE CHIEFS 


Great White Father Sent the Soldier 
Diplomat to Make the Papooses 
Go to School. 


All the people on earth will not freeze 
to death in 1912. That has been attended 
to by the Hopi Indians in Arizona. This 
information is official, and the authority 
for thé statement is Col. Hugh L. Scott, 
U. 8, A., former Superintendent of the 
Military Academy at West Point and at 
present commanding the famous Third 
Cavalry, one of the regiments now on 
duty on the Mexican border. He had to 
wait three days for the wise men of the 
tribes to conjure back the sun. 

In addition to being one of the army’s 
best-known soldiers and most erudite 
scholars, Col. Scott enjoys the distinction 
of being the one white man now living 
vho thoroughly understands the mys- 
terious sing lan. of the North Amer- 
ican Indians. here is no more beloved 
soldier in the army, the Indians being be 
devoted servitors, and when everything 
else has failed to settle a dispute in which 
the Indian is involved, Col. Scott is gen- 
erally selected td settle the matter, and 
the records show that he always succeeds, 

“The turning back of the sun,” a fea 
that the Hopis think they have acco 

lished, was witnessed by Col. Scott dur- 
ng a recent visit to the Hopi villages in 
Northeastern Arizona. He had been sent 
there on request of the Department of the 
Interior to find out why the Hopis_re- 
fused to send their children to the Gov- 
ernment:schools. For months the depart- 
ment had been trying to get them to pat- 
ronize the schools, but they persistently 
refused, and finally Col. Scott was called 
on to deal with the problem. He is called 
*“* Mole Tequop "’ by the Indians, which, in 
English, means ‘He talks, with his 
hands.”’ The Colonel was transferred tem- 

orarily from the War Department to the 
nterior and intrusted with the mission 
to = to the Hopi country and settle the 
differences that had arisen between the 
Indians and the White Father at Wash- 
ington. 

A few weeks ago Col. Scott left Wash- 
ington and proceeded by rail to Holbrook, 
Ariz., from which place he went on horse- 
back over the Painted Desert to the Hopi 
villages. After a long and tedious ride, 
he arrived at the village where the hea 


th! Chiefs ot the Hopis were assembled. He 


found them busy “ oe ie | back the sun."’ 

They were glad and happy to meet 
“Mole Tequop,”’ but even one so beloved 
as he would have to wait until the cere- 
monies incident to the control of the sun 
had been completed, they informed him, 
Col. Scott accordingly .postponed official 
been proper- 
ly attended to. In a letter to a New York 
friend, which was received yesterday, he 
tells ‘of the interesting ceremony of which 
he was a privileged witness. 

“ Your letter,” Col. Scott wrote, “ was 
delivered to me in the Painted Desert of 
Arizona on my way back to the railroad 
station from the Hopi towns. I wish you 
could have been sent, for I know you 
would have enjoyed it and you would 
have got a lot of interesting informa- 
tion. The Hopi towns are among the 
oldest in North America and the Indians 
are extremely primitive. 

‘““When I visjfted them they were en- 
gaged in cerenfonies preparatory to the 
turning back of the sun. I was informed 
that if they did not attend to this for us 
the sun would get clear away from the 
earth and never come back again and we 
would all freeze to death.” 

Col. Scott did not refer to the official 

art of his journey or indicate whether 

is mission had been successful, but from 
another source it is Tearned that he ac- 
complished all he was sent to do and that 
by now all the little Hopi boys and girls 
are probably busy with the “three Rs,” 
with everybody in the Hopi country 


happy: 

“Col. Scott’s word with the Indian ts 
law,” @ Governors Island friend said yes- 
terday, “and it is a safe bet that he 
settled the Hopi controversy in short or- 
der and to the entire satisfaction of 
everybody concerned. The Indian may 
distrust everybody else but he never 
loses his faith in Col. Scott. Among 
them, just as he is to the Moros of the 
Sulu Archipelago, Col. Scott is looked 
upon as a father, fitm but always kind, 
honest and just.” ‘ 

The records in Washington show that 
Col. Scott has seldom failed to settle any 
Indian controversy that has ever been in- 
trusted to him. hree years ago a little 
Indian war seemed imminent in the Four 
Corners section of the West, so named 
because the States of Colorado, Utah, 
New Mexico, and Arizona met there. 
Col. Scott and a sergeant went to the 
scene of the trouble and in three days 
the war zone Was as peaceable as a New 
England village. 

Col. Scott for a long time was Governor 
of the Sulu Archipelago in the Philippines. 
He gained the trust and affection of the 
Moros just as he has that of the Indians, 
and when he left the Moros gave him the 
original copy of the Koran, which had 
been the most treasured possession of the 
Mohammedan chief priests for more than 
five centuries. The Moros are still beg- 
ging that Col. Scott be sent back to gov-

THE EXCLUSIVENESS OF M’CABE. 

No club on earth is so exclusive as 
@ well-managed, firmly controlled pol- 
itical machine, The powers usually 
vested in the committee on admissions 
are exercised by the boss. He judges 
the qualifications, he decrees the ad- 
mission or rejection of candidates. 

Mr, Patrick PB. McCase is the Demo- 
cratic boss in Albany. He has been 
stirred to indignation and sarcastic ut- 
terance by the cool insolence of Sena- 
tor Roosmvet’s declaration, made at 
Buffalo, that “ McCasey in Albany will 
be succeeded in the Spring by a young 
Democrat.” A plague on young Demo- 
crats, cries McCasze: he wants old 
Democrats, tough old Democrats, at 
the head of the organization in Albany 
and elsewhere. For Democrats like 
Senator Roosnvge.t, full of new. ideas 
and always prating about the reform 
of the party, he hks nothing but con- 
tempt. “‘ Disloyalty and party treach- 
ery is the political cult of a few snobs 
in our Rarty,” he says; and there has 
been too much coddling of “the little 
fellows, fops and cads who come as 
near being political leaders as a green 
pea does a:circus tent.” He charges 
Senator ROoosEvELT not only with the 
atrocious crime of being a young man, 
but with countless weaknesses and in- 
discretions such as attentively study- 
ing Government problems in, Europe 
and giving his time to other “ obsolete 
and remote questions.” As for Mc- 
CaBE, give him none of these “ political 
prigs,” none of these’ fops and young- 
sters, but men like his seasoned hench- 
men in Albany. To be sure, he and 
his seasoned henchmen “through loy- 
alty to their party and its principles 
go down to defeat year after year;” but 
their courage is great, their loyalty un- 
. doubted. . 


The proof of the pudding is in the 
eating.

A MISLEADING BISHOP. 

We venture with all respect to sug- 
gest to Bishop WiLi1amMs of Michigan 
that he is actfng on insufficient in- 
formation when he accepts the Mc- 
NAMARAS as “crazed fanatics,” who 
“have had grounds to look upon pres- 
ent industrial conditions as amounting 
to a state of war and to regard them- 
selves in the light of heroes.” 

The “war” which labor leaders like 
the McNamaras wage is against work- 
ingmen whom they undertook to rob of 
their right to work, and, failing, took 
their revenge by murder on the scale 
of massacre. So far as the evidence 
discloses, the motives of these criminals 
were more sordid and detestable than 
those of the common highwaymen, 
since they plotted against the liberty 
and the lives of their own class. It is 
@ grave misconstruing of facts and a 
foolish, if not wicked, misuse of lan- 
guage, to call them “ fanatics,” a name 
that includes the martyrs of all the, 
good causes in the history of the world, 
and especially in the history of the 
Church. 

And it is a curious error on the part of 
the Bishop to infer that his duty is to 
protest against ‘“‘an unreasonable reac- 
tion against organized labor,” “even 
if some of the leaders have proved un- 
worthy.” The real danger to organized 
labor is that the great body of honest 
and law abiding members of the unions 
shall be deterred Sy mischievous talk, 
such as that of Bishop WituiaMs, from 
chasing out these leaders and all who 
sympathize with them, and from pun- 
ishing every lawless plotter in their 
ranks. What legitimate organized 
labor now needs is not apologetic 
sophistry dealt out by sentimentalists, 
but self-purging. By this means, and 
this means only, can thé unions attain 
the power to gain their proper and 
needful aims, with. which all right 
minded men, employed or employers, 
are heartily in sympathy. 

THEATRE PRICES. 

The experiment making in one of the 
larger theatres of charging a lower 
price. than usual for balcony seats 
during the run of a “ musical comedy” 
indicates, of course, that business has 
not been quite up to the mark, but it 
does not necessarily follow that the 
managers of this theatre intend to 
adopt the policy, recently favored by 
some of the newspapers, of establish- 
ing a sliding scale of prices. Undoubt- 
edly some plays are worth paying more 
to see than others. But the experienced 
managers know well that a large num- 
ber of theatregoers habitually shun 
the lower-priced seats. The American 
tendency is to “get the best,” and the 
highest priced is invariably consider@d 
the best. To réduce prices for the run 
of one play might cause the pecuniary 
failure of that play. There is'no clear 
indication that the public is dissatisfied 
with the prevailing high prices. When 
the best seats cost $2.50 the audiences 
will be larger than when the price is 
$2, if the play is attractive. A reduc- 
tion to $1 will.not fill the house if the 
idea has not been spread that the play 
is worth seeing. 

The experiment at the [Lyric Theatre 
is worth watching. If it crowds the 
upper part of the house after holiday 
week, when all theatres are crowded, 
the managers may find it worth while 
to lower the charge for orchestra seats, 
too, and set the example of providing 
cheaper theatricals. Meanwhile there 
would be less public complaint if good 
seats could be obtained more frequently 
at the advertised box-office prices. 
Many theatregoers are annoyed be- 
cause they cannot. obtain, even two 
or three weeks in advance, seats for 
a popular performance nearer the stage 
than. the thirteenth or fourteenth row. 
That. the ‘hotels and other ticket 
agencies are frequently overstocked 
with tickets to sell at advanced rates 
is proved by the fact that so many are 
returned to the box office within the 
half hour before the curtain rises. We 
do not look for any immediate reduc- 
tion of theatre prices, but a curtailment 
of the privileges of the hotels and other 
speculators’is desirable, and would do 
much to mollify the disgruntled thea- 
iste tne ad —S 

A PASTOR FOR STATE SALOONS. 

We have rectived from the Rev. 
Grorcs CANDEE of Toledo, Ohio, a state- 
[ment of his reasons for advocating be- 
fore a meeting of ministers in that city 
a plan for public Hquor dispensaries. 
Ohio will soon convoke-a Constitu- 
tional vention. Prohibition, the 
Rev. Mr./CANDER urges, Would be im- 
posed by the State, but enforced laxly 
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or not at all by local officers -in many | 


tpengary, to be run without profit: The 
State ‘Would provide pure alcohol for 
the arts, alcoholic mcdicines for doc- 
tors’ prescriptions, and pure bever- 
ages to adult and moderate drinkers. 

The pastor believes that liquor and 
politics .would be dissociated if the 
dispensing of alcoholic beverages were 
done without profit. Moreover, the 
heavily bonded dispensers, who would 
have no stake in the business beyond 
their salaries, would not be tempted to 
encourage the drink habit. Sales would 
be restricted to adult temperate drink- 
ers, and minors and drunkards would 
be kept out of the State saloons. 

We do not agree with Mr, CANDEE’s 
opinion that the profit-making liquor 
traffic “gives inspiration and life to 
the habit more than any normal thirst 
for the drink.” There is no “ thirst.” The 
dipsomaniac’s habit is seldom formed 
by the liqhor itself, but is induced by 
a@ nervous ‘depression that antedates in- 
dulgence, and that is caused by over- 
work, worry, or disease. These things 
make drunkards. But Mr. CANDEE’s 
plan of dispensaries for temperate 
drinkers, and of prohibition only where 
the sentiment of. the community calls 
for it, is more sensible than the cry 
of the champions of sumptuary legis- 
lation. 


HARD WORK FOR THE MACHINES. 

The announcement that moving pict- 
ures and vocal records are to preserve 
for all time the proceedings of the po- 
litical conventions of 1912 naturally 
suggests admiring comment. One is 
irresistibly compelled..to dilate on the 
progress of the age in which we live. 
It is easy to reflect that moving pict- 
ures of the first Constitutional Con- 
vention and the great political conven- 
tions of former Presidential years 
would be invaluable aids to the study 
of history; that “records” of the ora- 
tions of Patrick HENRY, DANIEL WEB- 
sTHR, CONKLING, and ROBERT INGERSOLL 
would be considered priceless treas- 
ures. Much can be done, nowadays, 
with the moving picture machine and 
the perfected phonograph. 

But just how much of the proceed- 
ings of a National Convention these 
instruments of progress can cApture 
and preserve is as yet conjectural. 
Scenes in the streets near the conven- 
tion halls will be plentiful and accy- 
rate, undoubtedly, but how much of 
the tumult within the halls can the 
camera catch? As for the phonograph, 
it can make nothing worth preserving 
of a babel of sounds. A complete rec- 
ord, pictorial and vocal, seems out of 
the question. A charge of cavalry on 
a battlefield the moving picture man 
might catch, but never a wild stam- 
pede in a convention hall. His films 
would be so confused as to be worth- 
do with the speeches. Few are un- 
accompanied by a murmur. of sound, 
which would be a8 audible in the rec- 
ords as the periods of' the speakers. 
A brave attempt may be made with the 
picture machine and the talking ma- 
chine at the conventions, but the 
manipulators will find, we fear, that 
the marching of troops and the or- 
derly proceedings at the investiture 
of a Prince of Wales are easy sub- 
jects compared with the inharmonious 
jumble of movement and sound, the 
ceaseless roar of voices of an Ameri- 
can political convention.

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do we feel confident that President Tarr,

make a colossal blunder, not the least 
important consequence of which would 
be the utter discouragement and demor- 
alization of the whole Army Medical De- 
Partment. 

It seems, however, that only a. depart- 
mental regulatidn prevents such an ap- 
pointment, and that the, absence of any 
law on the subject renders possible the 
selection of a civilian for a position which 
only a man trained and experienced in 
this highly specialized werk has a right 
to take or the competency to fill: The 
Medical Journal expresses an entirely nat- 
ural wonder that any physician can be 
found who is willing to put-himself at 
the head of a corps to which he has not 
belonged and to wear stripes for service 
he has not performed, “ but apparently,” 
it adds, “‘ there are those who see no im- 
propriety in gratifying their ambitions, 
even if, it is necessary to wreck the tradi- 
tions which have built up a corps in 
which the medical men of this country 
take especial pride.” 

Certainly no honest doctor would do this 
unless he happened to be among the be- 
nighted members of his profession—of 
whom there are still more than a few— 
‘who imagine that the army surgeon’s 
task begins and ends with taking care 
of sick and wounded soldiers. That, of 
course, is work that any regular practi- 
tioner can do more or less well, according 
to. his skill as such, but the army sur- 
geon’s chief duty nowadays is to keep 
soldiers ready for action, and this requires 
that he be an expert military sanitarian— 
able, that is, to meet and overcome the 
dangers to health peculiar to military con- 
ditions in both peace and war. 

It is somewhat’ strange that The Med- 
ical Journal, seeing so plainly that no 
civillan could make,sa good, or even @ 
tolerable, Surgeon General, has not been 
equally impressed with the impropriety, 
the absurdity, and the peril of having a 
Medical Reserve Corps made up of civ- 
lian physicians whose professional emi- 
nence is a poer substitute for special 
training. The objection to them is not 
that they would not be of use in a des- 
perate National emergency, but that most 
of them are beyond active service age 
and that by accepting their empty title 
they have prevented the needed increase 
in the number of real army surgeons. 


Sir ERNgest SHACKLE- 
ton has himself been 
near enough to the South 
Pole at this season of 
the year to know just 
what Christmas Day conditions are likely 
—no, sure—to be found there. And after 
describing them out of the knowledge ac- 
quired from his own jolly experiences 
while almost half frozen and more than 
half starved, he, comfortably &t home 
in London with his admiring friends and 
his admired title, speaks with obviously 
sincere envy of Scott and AMUNDSEN, 
merely because it is something more than 
possible that they, lucky dogs, are starv- 
ing and freezing at the point where a lot 
of lines would come together if they ex- 
isted anywhere except on maps! 

Truly, tastes differ. There is no argu- 
ing about them, And for the man for 
whom the South Pole seems to be the 
best of all places at which to pass Christ- 
mas Day, it really is the best place, and 
that’s the end of it. By all commonly 
accepted standards, however, it is not 
the best, but probably the worst, placo 
in all the world. It is almost as much 
worse than the North Pole—which itself 
will never gain wide popularity as a rival 
for Palm Beach or the Riviera as a win- 
ter resort—as the North Pole is colder 
and lonelier than’ London or Paris or Néw 
York. For though the .‘ accommoda- 
tions’ at the North Pole are primitive, 
and the “going” in its vicinity poor, 
at least the visitor is at sea level, he 
has about the same chance as anywhere 
else that it won't be stormy, edible ani- 
mals are not far away in case the food 
he has brought with him gives out, and 
within a few hundred miles real human 
beings are living, and that’s something, 
even though they are only Eskimos. 

At the South Pole not one of thése miti- 
gating circumstances exists. There Christ- 
mas Day—or any other—would have to be 
passed at an elevation of 10,000 feet, on 
top of what would be a very considerable 
mountain if it weren’t a more consider- 
able plateau. There a bitter wind al- 
ways blows with cyclonic force, and a 
temperature of 40 degrees below zero 
gives the wind a razor edge and a meat- 
axe weight. And in all that vast Ant- 
arctic Continent the explorers would be the 
only living things except a few birds 
and beasts on its very edge, and if what 
they carried with them from that edge 
didn’t last them until they reached it 
again, they would have to lie miserably 
down and die wherever they happened to 
be. 

Yet the Far South is as the Far North 
—men who go there once want to go 
there again. And almost always they 
do it. They are that kind—heroes all, or 
all but one, and even he—well, nobody 
can deny that even he was magnificent 
in his way. At least it Was no small or 
dull or easy deception that he essayed.

TH LABOR. 
Mr. Rooney Contends That. High 
Wages Prove a Low Labor Cost. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Tariff Board’s report on the Wool 
Schedule (K) of the Payne-Aldrich tarift 
contains this highly illuminating para- 
graph, under the head of “* Wages and 
Efficiency *’: 


The .productive efficiency per one-man- 
hour for machine operatives and machines 
in the scouring, carding, combing, draw- 
ing, and spinning departments, with 168 
Separate labor costs per pound, show wide 
differences in efficiency and cost, but in- 
dicate in general that the lowest labor 
costs per pound were in mills paying the 
highest wages. 


This statement, in my judgment, ts the 
most valuable in the report. It cuts to 
the root the central fallacy of the high- 
tariff “ protectionist” claims. We have 
heard in every key for forty years (for, 
strangely, the earlier protectionists, such 
as Henry Clay, did not make the claim, 
nor is it now, for obvious reasons, made 
in, Europe) that the high rate of wages, 
per day or.per week, paid in the: United 
States required a high rate of protective 
duty to enable the manufacturer, or pro- 
ducer, to continue in business. As Mr. 
Blaine, and all the lesser. orators, said: 
“The tariff question is exclusively a 
question of wages ’’—meaning the alleged 
high wages paid here and the low wages 
paid elsewhere in the world. P 

The assumption, of course, in all this 
talk was, and is, that a high rate of day 
or week wages, large Wage earnings in 
the aggregate, meant high labor cost to 
the manufacturer or producer. 

Nowhere could you hear the fact pro- 
claimed (except among mere free traders 
or tariff reductionists) that ‘‘ the lowest 
labor costs per pound were in mills pay- 
ing the highest wages.’ Or, to put it in 
different form, the labor cost per unit of 
production is in inverse ratio to the rate 
of wages, or aggregate wagés, in all}in- 
dustries economically and _ scientifically 
organized with relation to the country in 
which they exist. In other words, high 
wages flow from large and economical 
production. High wages can be paid4 
only out of large production, as wages 
flow from production, and a meagre pro- 
duction cannot, in the nature of things, 
supply large aggregate wages or a high 
wage rate. A ‘low cost per unit is the 
result of efficlent labor and organization 
of capital; a high cost per unit, the re- 
verse of this state of production. 

Thus it follows that, with some off-

lowest labor rates; the highest productiv- 
ity the highest rates. The cheapest labor, 
measured in day or week rates, or aggre- 
gate wages, is generally the dearest in 
the unit of product, and therefore the 
most expensive to the employer. The 
highest day or week wages, reflecting 
high productivity, are the cheapest, meas- 
ured in the labor cost per unit. 

This is seen, familiarly, in the saying 
that “the highest-priced man is the 
The labor of 
the hand looms of India or China, at a 
wage rate of 10 cents per day, has no 
chance on the same article in competi- 
tion with the power loom’ of Manchester, 
with wages over ten times greater, and 
the latter labor is actually cheaper to the 
employer than the apparently low-priced 
labor. Why? Because the lebor cost in 
the yard of cloth is less in Manchester 
than in India, taken for the same artitle 
of production. Otherwise it would be im- 
possible to pay the higher wages of 
Manchester or New England and sell the 
articles in the markets of the East itself. 
“The lowest labor costs per pound were 
in mills paying, the. highest.. wages,” to 
repeat the Tariff Board’s summing up. 

This sounds like a paradox, “a strange 
saying,” to many ears that have heard 
for years the “‘ pauper labor of Europe” 
wail of tariff lobbyists looking for an ex- 
cuse for prohibitive tariff rates on their 
masters’ wares. 

Yet it should not be strange doctrine. 
As far back as March 30, 1824, Henry 
Clay, in arguing for a protective rate of 


years, more than hinted this doctrine. 
He then found high wages in the United 
States, with an average duty on a few 
manufactures of about 12 per cent. and 
a great free list, and Was arguing that 
these high wages were not a handicap to 
the establishment of manufactures. 
Here are his words: 

In considering the fitness of a nation for 
the establishment of manufactures we must 
no longer limit our views to the state of 
its population and the price of wages. All 
circumstances must be regarded, of which 
that is, perhaps, the lease important. Cap- 
ital, ‘Ingenuity in the construction and 
adroitness in the use of machinery, and 
the possession of the raw materials, are 
those Which deserve the greatest considera- 
tion. Al these circumstances (except cap- 
ital, of which there is no deficiency) exist 
fn our country in an eminent degree, and 
more than counterbalance the disadvantage, 
if it really existed, of the lower wages of 
labor in Great Britain. The pamphlet to 
which we e had occasion so often to re- 
fer, in enumerating the causes which have 
brought in England their manufactures to 
such a state of perfection, and which now 
enable them, in the opinion of the writer, 
to defy all competition, does not specify, as 
one of them, low wages. 


How strange sounds this plea of Clay, 
an early ‘and moderate _ protectionist, 
(when there were real “infant indus- 
tries” in the United States) when 
matched with the talk of an Aldrich on 
the Cotton Schedule, or a Schedule K 
philanthropist. mn

Head of Big Glove Manufactory Dies 
In Milwaukee, Aged 43.

MILWAUKEE, Wis.,. Dec. 25.—Lee L. 
Tahor, head of the Tabor Glove Company, 
one of the largest glove manufacturing 
establishments of the United States, died 
at the Hotel Pfister to-day, aged 43, after 
an illness of six weeks. . 

Coming to Milwaukee as a boy from 
Syracuse, N. Y., Mr. Tabor entered a 
local, jobbing house, and then went on 
the road as a commercial traveler for a 
few years.

REPLIES TO MRS. DE KOVEN. 


C. H. Hart Saye Her:Paul Jones State- 
ments Are Not Specific.

PHILADELPHIA,. Dec.. 25.—Charles 
Henry Hart, one of the authors of the 
‘‘Memoirs of Houdin,’”’ the French sculp- 
tor, in a chapter of which book Mr, Hart 
charges that the body brought over from 
France as that of Paul Jones is not the 
body of the great sea fighter, was dis* 
posed to characterize the comments of 
Mrs. De Koven as the remarks of one 
who brought to her task. imagination and 
lack of training. 

Mr. Hart also asserted that Mrs. De 
Koven, who some years ago wrote @ life 
of Jones, was disposed to deny asser- 
tions that he did not make. Altogether 
Mr. Hart took the stand that he ought 
not to be asked to reply to critics who 
are not more specific, and who do not 
Seste him correctly. He went into some 
etail in making a comparison of noses of 

the Calavier and’ the Houdin bust, and 
added: . 
“In conclusion I wish to say that. 1 
shall welcome most gladjy any accurate 
and rational criticism of the views 1 
have expressed in the memoirs of Houdin 
on the identification of the remains of 
John Paul Jones, taken up and dissected 
as I have done those of Gen. Porter and 
his expert, and until this is done, I 
shall not notice any further utterances as 
I should not this of Mrs. De Koven had 
she not ascribed to me a statement or 
fact that I did not make.”’ 





Mrs. Reginald De Koven, a recognized 
authority on the life of Paul Jones, who 
will publish a two-volume. work next year, 
has taken exception to a comment in THR 
Timbs yesterday in which it was said that 
Buell’s biography of the famous sea 
fighter, “‘in spite of all its inaccuracies 
and of all its manufactured documents, 
was probably as veracious as history of 
the old school ever was.” 

“The Buell biography is absurd and 
has been absolutely discredited,” said 
Mrs. De Koven, ‘‘and I have been per- 
sonally ae Se nage by a number of libra- 
ries to publish my exposé in pamphlet 
form, so that their readers can get the 
information. The bio hy is full of 
false documents. Prof. Bushnell of Yale, 
at the assemblage of historical societies 
here last year, classed Buell as one of the 
most glaring of historical fictionists.

When the new 
Grand Central was planned, every, pre- 
caution was taken by the architects to 
make the structure a model of conyeni- 
ence ety.for visitors to the bg oe 
kinds of exhibitions to be held 
ere care was taken to make the 
buiiding absolutely fireproof, and the only 
wood used in its construction is the hard- 
wood covering for the concrete floors. 

One of the chief adyantages of the new 
Grand Central Palace is that the build- 
ing is so large there is no need for tem-~- 
orary construction in .order. to have 
loor sp enough to accommodate the 
many fircte: that will ‘exhibit passenger 
and commercial vehicles and .

e beauty and spaciousness of the new 
Palace is certain to attract ‘much atten- 
tion from interested autoniobilists at show 
time. The new Grand Central Palace is 
located in Lexington Avenue, a few blocks 
north ef the Grand Central Station. 
occupies the entire block between Forty- 
sixth and Forty-seventh Str and 
thirteen stories in height. The building, 
which is 200 feet by 275 feet, has a steel 
skelton and is of gray stone and ck 
censtruction. The building cost nearly 
$1,760,000, and the ground cost nearly 4s 
much, 

The entire three lower floors were de- 
Hgnes. espetially for exhibition purposes. 
The floor space of the three floors is 
four times as great as that of the main 
floor of Madison Square rden. The 
combined area available for show pur- 

oses is about 126,000 square feet, or more 

mn twenty-seven acres. 

Although located on three levels, the ex- 
hibition hall has been so treated archi- 
tecturally as to have the aspect of a spa- 
cious amphitheatre. Near the centre a 
large court rises to a neiget of forty feet, 
through the second and third leyels. This 
opening is 186 by 104 feet in the second 

oor and 85 by feet in the third floor. 
An ornamental balustrade surrounding 
the court on the second r, together 
with the massive columns that rise to the 
third floor level, give the effect of a 
mezzanine floor or gallery. Two maip col- 
onnades of majestic Corinthian columns 
groupes in pairs extend across the court, 
leaving two main unobstructed exhibition 
areas, 137 by 40 feet, and a third similar 
area, 115. by 40 feet. 

A grand marble stairway 60 feet wide, 
built in three terraces, leads from the

From the-head of this 
stairway there is a vista of 190 feet. be- 
tween the columns to the great windows 
at the rear of the building.

There 
are four stairways at or near the corners 
of the hall, which lead to the mezzanine 
floor and third floor. These are inclosed 
by fire walls and metal doors. Fire hazard 
s reduced to a minimum by the elimina- 
tion of :all wood from. the interior con- 
struction except the floor, which is of 
hard wood over concrete. Window sills 
are all of metal, 

So simple yet imposing and beautiful is 
the architectural treatment, with its cov- 
ering of white paint, that it gives the im- 
pression of a great marble hall and rend- 
ers further decoration for show purposes 
almost superfluous. Indeed, as com- 
Pared with other National automobile 
shows, the one to be given in the new Pal- 
ace by S. A. Miles, under the auspices of 
the National Association of Automobile 
Manufacturers, will: be remarkably free 
from temporary decorations.

The clubhouse was crowded with fol- 
lowers of both men, and some of Brown's 
friends immediately climbed into the ring 
with the intention of “ doing" the ref- 
eree, who backed up against the ropes 
and repeated his notice of the disqualifi- 
cation, adding that in the future any and 
all fighters who boxed before him as ref- 
eree would live up to the rules or suffer 
for not doing so. 

This determination by Lewis earned 
general commendation. He is the first 
referee to enforce the boxing laws in this 
respect as laid down by the State Athletic

| France. It constitutes the prelude to the 
{measure regulating aerial navigation 
‘elaborated by an extra commission, which 
will have to be voted by the French 
Chamber and Senate betore it becomes 
law. 
The charter was issued to protect the 
ublic against inconveniences and risks, 
hich may result from aerial navigation 
and also the aviators from the dangers 
entailed «by their own ‘imprudence and 
daring, or by the imperfection of their 
flying machines.. This will give full au- 
thority to the French Minister of Public 
Works to act officially until the aerial 
navigation law becomes an actual fact. 
Although differing somewint from the 
bill to control navigation of the air 
framed’ by the officials of the Aeronau- 
tical Society of New York, many of its 
provisions are similar and both aim. at 
the same object. The Aero Club of Amer- 
ica refuses to sanction flights over cities, 
although sanctions are issued.for cross- 
atonal flights. 1 
n en on the plan to late flying 
by the adoption of “ rules of the road, 
somewhat similar to those in force against 
automobiling. 
The action of the French Minister of 
Public Works has interested followers 
of aviation in the United States. Chapter 
I., composed of seven clauses, stipulates 
that no airship (steerable bulloon-or #ero- 
lane) will be permitted to navigate over 
unless it is provided 
with a navigation certificate issued b 
jthe prefect of the department in whic 
jits owner resides. To obtain that certifi- 
cate the airship must have undergone all 
the tests which the State Engineering De- 
partment may judge eufficient. To facill- 
jtate the application of that stipulation 
,every constructor of a type of airship 
(steerable balloon or aeroplane) already 
tested and accepted by the State en- 
gineers, is required to give to the | Aa 
chaser a declaration affirming the fact. 
Each airship for which a navigation cer- 
tificate is granted will be given a special 
number corresponding with that inscribed 
on the Aerial Craft Register at the Pre- 
fecture. That number must always be 
displayed on the airship prominently, as 
well as the letter F, indicating it be- 
longs to ‘a Frenchman or. a@ foreigner 
resident in France, Every modification 
to the airship shéuld be at once reported 
to the officials of the State Engineering 
Department, who have the right to in- 
spect the airship at any moment without 
previous warning to ascertain that its 
condition still corresponds with that de- 
scribed in its navigation certificate. 
Chapter II., composed of seven Clauses, 
imposes certain restrictions to the liberty 
} of aerial navigation. Airships are pro- 
hibited. from landing in towns and vil- 
lages, except on such spots as may be 
specially designated for the purpose by 
the municipal authorities. .Neither may 
they travel] over the intedicted zones with- 
out special authorization. Inthe case of 
an airship passing, wittingly. or: unawares, 
over such a zone, it must descend to 
earth as quickly: as © pera after its 
pilot has been warn of the fact by 
ery the exact nature of which ‘has 
still to be fixed. If no special authoriza- 
tion has been obtained airships are for- 
bidden to carry either pigeous -or explo- 
sives or arms and-ammunition. The trans- 
port and use of photographic apparatuses 
are also forbidden unless a sp author- 
ization. has been-previously obtained from 
the Prefect. The owners of airships are 
Nos permitted to furnish their aerial craft 
less telephone instruments without. the 
authorization of the Ministers of Public 
Works and Posts ‘and Telegraphs. 
Chapter IV., comprising . ten : clauses, 
lays down the rulea ‘to’ be’ observed at 
starting, on descending’ to earth,. and 
during flight. The pilot of an.ail hav-' 
ing on board ‘the navigation Certificate of 
the airship and his own. pilot's dértificate, 
is required to keep a logbook; which he 
must present whenever called on to do so 
by the representatives of authority. That 
logbook should contain’ the names-of the 
pl ot, crew, and passengers, indications of 
he course followed, the altitude reached, 
and the relation of the interesting. inci- 
dents of the aerial voyage, es clally 
descents to earth, accidents, &c. case 
it is impossible to make those inscriptions 
during flight, the pilot must. do so within 
& maximum delay.of twelve hours after 
descending to earth. The representatives 
of public authority. have the right to visit 
the airship ‘whenéver they may think fit 
to exercise their police or. fiscal] super- 
vision. In the’case of an airship coming 
from a@ foreign country landing in France, 
the pilot should at once warn the Mayor 
of the nearest town.  HEvery steerabie 
balloon while navigating between sunset 
and sunrise must show a white light in 
front and red and green lights on either 
side like a steamer. Aeroplanes are wiven 
temporary permission ‘to one - 
tern only, but it must be placed in front 
and throw a green light to the right and 
a red light to the left. In the case‘ of 
danger or accident to an airshi 
local authorities are.to render all the as- 
sistance in their power, and any one find- 
ing the wreck.of an airship should inform 
the local authorities without delay. 
Chapter V., composed of five clauses 
concerns State airships, to which many 
of the stipulations of the decree are not 
applicable. Those airships are to bear a 
distinctive mark. The navigation of for- 
eign military airships over French ter- 
ritory is prohibited..Chapter VI. com- 
prises three, clauses. It. exempts from 
the observation. of most of the stipula- 
tions of the decree regulating serial nav- 
igation persons flying over aerodromes or 
spaces placed at their di sal.

Lithographed Photo Frames Pay 6 
Cents a. Pound-—Other Decisions. 


The Board of. United States General 
Appraisers has decided that lithographed 
photo frames are not dutiable at the rate 
of. 35 per cent. under the terms of para- 
graph 420 of the Turiff Act. of 1909. This 
claim was advanced by Adolph Strauss 
& Co., who AP to the assessment 
imposed by Collector Loeb. The Collec- 
tor exacted duty at the rate of 6 cents 
a pound undér paragraph 412, which pro- 
vides for “pictures, lithographically 
printed.”” Judge Fischer. states in his 
decision for the Board that it was the 
intention of Congress to make goods of 
this character dutiable at the rate as- 
sessed.

The Warden was just passing the cigars 
to his guests when one of the alimony 
martyrs, a lawyer, rose, whipped out from 
somewhere under the table a huge six- 
teen-inch silver loving cup, mounted on 
an ebony base, and, clearing his throat 
of turkey and plum pudding impediment, 
spoke In this fashion:

“What a utopian condition to ar- 
rive at ni this era of municipal cor- 
ruption in an institution that was founded 
by a grafter and in which corruption 
was reared and grew fat so many years! 
In the name of these, the beneficiaries 
of your many kindnesses and just treat- 
ment, I present you with this token of 
our lasting esteem.’
